that provide medium-sized droplets and reduce drift. To help insure accuracy, calibrate sprayer before each use. For.

information on spray equipment and calibration, consult nozzle manufacturers and/or State Extension Service
specialists. '

Apply DINOTEFURAN 20% TURF, ORNAMENTAL AND VEGETABLE TRANSPLANTS using sufficient water
volume to provide thorough and uniform coverage. In situations where a dense canopy exists and/or pest pressure is
high, use greater water volumes.
